COUNTING THEM IN. 
There is joy in the camp of the South Town 


tax-eaters. By a bold manipulation: of the da- 


lot-boxes, the old Board caused itself to be ro- 
elected for another year, to the intense disgust 
of all honorable Democrats and Republicans. 
The bummer element has triumphed, not by the 
strength which they pub forth at the polls, but 
by the perpetration of an infamous outrage, by 
which the character of the ballot-box was so 
changed as to practically disfranchise hundreds 
of our moet respectable ¢itizens. Mike Evans 
will be to-day declared fhe Town Collector for 
the South Side by a majority of more than 1,000 
over Galloway, the Republican nominee, and 
more than 2,900 over Pat O’Brien, who ran in- 
dependent. 

Yesterday morning at 11 o'clock Dave Thorn- 
ton and the various Assistant Moderators oo n- 
vened at the South Town headquarters, 204 
LaSalle street, and proceeded to formally can- 
vase and count the vote which was poiled at tho 
town election Tuesday. The work proceeded 
slowly, all parties counting with deliberation 
and care, soasto avéld making any mistakes. 
About half-past 6 the task, so far as concerned 
the regular ballot-boxes, was completed, ands 
hasty count of the tally-ebeet indicated that 

MIKE EVANS AND ED PHILLIPS, 

two of the old gang, bad been re-elected Col- 
lector and Assessor, respectively, by very large 
majorities. The two boxes, one from the 
Fourth and the other from the Second Wara, 
presided over by Republican Moderators, were 
then yanked from the safe and counted separate- 
ly. The poli-list from the precinct at Thirty- 
fourth and State streets called for 943 ballots. 
The count showed 034, a falling-off of 9. The 
Second Ward poll-lies fhdicated 1,105 ballots ; 
the count developed 1,000 votes,—a shortege of 
6,—in all s discrepancy of only 15 in over 2,000 

votes, which is below the average.

interesting. These companies are now 
much more extend.d than they were 
in those years, and their association in 
the minds of the people with sound 
indemnity dates from 1873, although the leading 
representative compavies bad agencies in the 
larger cities prior to that time. For a half- 
century some English offices have done business 
in this conutry, and paid large losses occasioned 
by the fires of 1835 and 1843 in the City of New 
York, but as their business was many confined

ETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


AN APPELLATE COURT WANTED. 
Jo the Editor of The Chicago Tr.bune: 

CuicaGco, April 7.—Who will deny the neocessi- 
ty of aa Appellate Court for Chicago by which 
appeal causes from Justices’ Courts may be reach- 
ed and disposed of within a reasonable time,— 
at most say six months ? 

The object the Legisiature had in view when 
it established Justices’ Courte was no doubt to 
give the poor man a speedy remedy, but having 
failed to gie use sufliicient number of Judges 
for the Cucuit aud Superior Courts to keep 


pace with the increased demand and dispose of 
the business before them, se that cases begun 
might be reached iu a less time than two years, 
the object is thus defeated, the appeal under 
such circumstances simpiy means a denial of 
justice, and an inducement to that class of re- 
epectable deadbeats. 

I havean admitted just claim, and obtained a 
judgment iv a Justice Court for $200 in m favor 
and against defendant, there being no defense 
whatever to the action. Lame poor man, with 

a large family depending on me for support, and 
can get no employment. Defendant is wealthy, 
and takes advantage of the law's delay and my 
necessities by appealing, and telis me plainiy 
that if I do not take #20 id full for my claim, be 
will starve me into compliance. If I am com- 
pelled to take one-tenth of my claim, the re- 
maining nine-tenths is confiscated by this ini- 
guitous dilatory law of appeal, by which my case 
wa never be reached this side of bankruptcy or 
eternity. 

I am informed that I have many fellow- 
sufferers in this respect, as the records of the 
courts will show such cases to be very numerous. 
If such facts were known to the Judges, they 
would for humanity sake hesitate before taking 
the coutemplated two months vacation. The 
legal maxim is There is no wrong without a 
remedy.” If a man has a righ: he must have a 
means to vindicateand maintain it, and a remedy 
if be is injured in the exercise and enjoyment of 
it. And if men will multiply injuries, actions 
must be multiplied too. But it is tne lack of 
meaos to vindicate, etc., which puzzles the will, 
aud which instigates a defendant to-nfliot this 
cruelty, Hamlet in his day was thus sorely 
vexed, when he bethought how be could rid 
bimself of the torture of the law’s delay by the 
use of a bare bodkin. A remedy has been provid- 
ed for the prevention of crueity to the brute 
beast, but none for the poor mau. A Vic.

Of 
this there is absolutely no doubt. The dis- 
franchised and defrauded tax-payers of South 
Chicago will open their eyes in astonishment 
when they read the full particulars of the 
outrage. Their eyes once opened, what will 
they do next? Communities plundered by 
horse-thieves, burglars, and highwaymen 
have before now found the remedy for a state 
of things which the courts were powerless to 
correct, and the same remedy may suggest 
itself ere long in Chicago. Much has been 
suffered already; how much more will the 
people bear ? 


HOSTAGES FOR THE FUTURE. 
If the Republican party wish to succeed in 


‘| the Presidential election of 1876, it must put 


itself before the people in a somewhat 
changed aspect than has been the rule since 
1864. The War has been fought and the 
battle for the Union won, and, as a distinct 
issue, the War cannot be fought over again.

It has been so wide-spread as to 
almost demand the definition of - general. 
It has been confined to no branch of the 
public service and to no department. Cor- 
ruption has been practiced in the Army 
and Navy, in the Indian, Pension, and Postal 
Service, and has had its agents in the Na- 
tional Legislature. Outside of this, the 
District of Columbia has been a hive where 
the industry of the operators. has been 
equaled only by their audacity and their 
greed. It is no extenuation or palliation of 
these crimes to say that Democrats have been 
concerned in them; that, in fact, is an aggre- 
vation of the crime, which was perfidy to the 
Government, perfidy to the Republican 
party, and perfidy to the general interests 
and morals of the country. 

The hand of investigation has been busy, 
but it is not the hand of honest investiga- 
tion. It has been a partial, unfair inquiry, 
because, instead of being directed to the dis- 
covery and exposure of frauds and abuses, 
and the pushing of the guilty to conviction, 
it has been exclusively and purposely directed 
to make all possible capital against the Re- 
publican party and to screen Democrats and 
the Democratic party. Nevertheless, the 
fact remains unquestioned that there 
has been a vast amount of i official 
dishonesty practiced under the Gov- 
ernment by corrupt men in office acting with 
corrupt men out of office. It is equally noto-

The only relief to this sorry picture is the 
course of the Treasury Department in the 
rescue of the Revenue Service from the hands 
of the organized thieves who had obtained 
control of it, and the vigorous indictment, 
prosecution, and conviction of the guilty, 
without reference to the political, personal, or 
official position of the offenders. 

This fact that the public service is largely 
corrupt, and that in its ramifications are in- 
cluded hundreds whose names have not been 
made public, is known to the whole puople 
of the United States, and there is a fixed, un- 
alterable purpose to have the public service 
purified by the wholesale change of the men 
who control it, whether these men be in the 
Cabinet, or in Congress, or in whatever 
branch of the National Government. Of 
this there can be no question or doubt, and 
the Republican party may as well prepare to 
meet the emergency. If that party will not 
purify itself, the peo will do the work at 
the polls. . 

There is nothing in this fact, how- 
ser, to discourage tle Republican party; 
on the contrary, there is everything in it to 
promise success to the party in November 
next, if the party will take that course in the

He is inseparably con- 
nected with the good as well as the evil of 
the last ten years. He has, as Senator, held 
the rank of Viceroy of the great State of New 


Gauger in the Federal service in that State 
but has held his place as a personal gift from 
the Senator fron? New York; and in that ten 
years the aggregate of personal and official 
corruption, of the fraud and bribery and rob- 
bery perpetrated in the Federal service in 
that one State, if foreseen, would have par- 
alyzed the men who framed the Constitution, 
and defeated the experiment of popular Gov- 
ernment. The nomination ‘of Conx.me 
would be received with scorn by the people. 
It would contain no promise for the future 
beyond that, if elected, Conklingism, as part 
of the corrupt past, would be perpetuated. 
The Republican party can only hope to be

Last Tuesday the tax-payers of South Chi 
cago, smarting under the infliction of an out- 
rageous assessment and an unfair collection 
of taxes, both too recent to be forgotten, 
turned out en masse to protect themselves 
for the ensuing year from similar extortion. 
The Board of Trade adjourned over half the 
day ; the banks closed their doors; the mer-

The vote was not 
canvassed that night, and the boxes were 
placed in a vault, with one representative of 
each party to watch them. The others on 
both sides withdrew, with the agreement 
that these two persons should remain alone. 
But the representatives of the Republican 
ticket, suspecting bad faith on the part of 
the bummers, returned after an hour and 
found two of the bummer leaders—Tuoxn-

brought in), but admits that he yielded to- 
the temptation of the seductive game of 
poker, which occupied his attention.

Such at least is the report at this writing. 
What are you going to do about it?” the 
scoundrels, with drunken leer, ask. 

There is no question but the ballot-boxes 
were tampered with. They were first rob- 
bed of Republican tickets and then stuffed 
with bummer tickets. It is known that the 
First Ward box was not sealed, and there is 
reason to believe that some others were 
equally accessible. It required but a few 
minutes work to draw out a couple of hand- | 
fuls of votes from those boxes in which the 
Republican ballots were at the rate of three 
or four to one, and to replace them by bum- 
mer tickets. This did the business. 
Then, when it came to the  can- 
vass, the contents of the boxes were 
all dumped together, so that it would 
be impossible to trace the frauds by refer- 
ence to the tally-lists of the several voting- 
places. This was the process. And the 
result is that the extraordinary and earnest 
work of the respectable people (for hundreds 
of Democrats voted the Republican ticket 
that day) counts for nothing, and a few min- 
utes’ fraudulent work prevails. ‘“ What are 
you going to do about it?” 

There is no relief in the Chicago courts 
against ballot-box stuffing. This has been 
abundantly demonstrated. The citizens 
spent a large amount of time and large sums 
of money in testing this in the charter elec. 
tion. The courts would not go back of a 
scoundrelly canvass of stuffed ballots. In 
the last election three inspectors were in- 
dicted for tampering with the ballot-box, 
and the case was proved against them 
by witnesses who swore to having 
deposited Republican ballots to double 
the number found in the box; yet the jury 
disagreed! It is utterly vain to attempt to 
secure from the courts any relief from the 
abuses of the ballot; they have determined

We are reluctant to suggest recourse to any 
measure for protection outside of the forms 
prescribed by abortive law.

This isthe only alternative that pre- 
sents itself unless the tax-payers and respect- 
able voters take the matter in their own 
hands.

BRISTOW AND THE MACHINE POLITICIANS. 
The Washington Republican, the organ of 
Boss SHEPHERD and the Real-Estate Ring, the 
Indian Ring, and all uther Rings that infest 
the National Capital, and which is pre- 
eminently the exponent of the strikers and 
machine-workers who have foisted themseives 
upon the Republican party, is deeply con- 
cerned respecting Secretary Baistow. The 
spoilsmen and camp-followers who hang 
upon the party have without exception long 
being filled with solicitude concerning Bxus- 
tow. Having utterly failed to convince him 
that his vigorous and effective onslaughts 
upon the Whisky Ring were damaging the 
party,—which the Ring-thieves cheekily as- 
sume to be,—this organ of all the Rings 
warns him of his impending peril.

by seizing upon the thieves who have 
sneaked into the party to steal and sending 
them where they belong, to-wit, to the Peni- 
tentiary. That suspicion of a horrid plot is 
confirmed in the estimation of the thieves 
and their newspapers, of which the Repud- 
lican is chief, by the fact that honest Demo- 
crats feel constrained to approve his course. 
The epudlican, with as sneaking insinua- 
tion as that with which that wonderful mule- 
story and the hog-story were set afloat to be 
exploded before they could damage Bristow, 
now frantically urges that there is somethéng 
‘* devilish sly” in this honest Democratic ap- 
proval of an honest Republican official. It 
thinks the people want to know about it, and 
that Bristow, particularly since he happened 
to be born south of Mason and Drxow’s line, 
should let them know whether he has gone 
or is going over to the Democrats. In a 
frame of mind it hysterically exclaims : 

It is a disquieting matter to Republicans to read 
these repeated comments on the virtues of Mr. Bris- 
row from the Democratic fila, and to know that there 
is such a studied effort to get on the right side of him. 
It does not necessarily reflect upon Mr. Bamwrow 
that he gives no attention to them, but a wide-«pread 
feeling of insecurity about ii is, perhaps, not an un- 
natural resuk in the light of experience. Mr. Bu 
Tow is a Southern man, aud needs, therefore, to give 
an unquestionable assurance of unaltered allegiance 
to the Republican party. 

But there is no occasion for the Repudlican 
to take on in this dreadful style. Thereis no 
disquiet save in the minds of the Ring-thieves, 
whose prospects of keeping out of the State's 
Prison depend upon getting rid of Barstow 
or of thwartizg him in the whisky prosecu- 
tions. The people feel the strongest quiet as- 
surance that so long as he is let alone the 
thieves will be dealt with according to their 
just deserts. So long as he goes ahead as he 
is doing with his dreadful plot to collar 
thieves who have stolen into the party, 
and clap them into the Penitentiary, so long 
Republicans will be more than ever assured 
of his Republicanism. There is no occa. 
sion for his stopping to deny this hob- 
goblin plot against thieves.. It is known 
that he was an anti-slavery man in a 
slave State in the days when to avow 
such sentiments involved public odium, 
was fatal to political aspirations, and even 
compromised one’s personal safety; that he 
has been a Republican from the outset, when 
to be a Repbblican was to cut one’s self off 
from all prospect of place or spoils; and that 
he served gallantly in the Union army. But 
above all it is known, and every day's record 
of his official career adds to the proof of it, 
that he is waging relentless war against cor- 
ruption in office, and that he is triumphing 
over it. To ask that he shall stop in this 
work to slap in the face the honest men 
among his political opponents who cannot 
but approve his course, is pitiful pettifogging 
to which only the creatures of the thieving 
Rings could resort after all their efforts other- 
wise to balk him m that work had been 
foiled. That the integrity of his efforts in 
smashing the Rings is so unmistakable that it 
even extorts the approval of his political op- 
ponents, will enly confirm true Republicans 
everywhere in their conviction that his Re- 
publicanism is of the right sort.

THE REMOVAL OF C&EGIER. 

The removal of Mr. Crecixr from his posi 
tion as Engineer of the Chicago Water-Works, 
by order of the usurper Col vm, is the most 
flagrant violation of official authority that has 
occurred even under the present shameless 
administration of city affairs. Mr. Crecier 
started in with the water-works system of 
Chicago nearly a quarter of a century ago, 
and has been identified with its progress and 
development at every step. He has held his 
position for twenty-three consecutive years, 
through all the changes in pdlitics and local 
interests. He has earned for himself a repu- 
tation for skill, personal honesty, competency, 
and devotion to the public service which is 
exceptional in these days. He defies any one 
to suggest even a suspicion of his integrity, 
or point to a single instance of his neglect of 
duty. Yet he is discharged at the personal 
request of the Mayor without the assignment 
ofany reason. The Board of Public Works 
are ‘powerless, as they are also subject to 
removal by the usurper who is playing 
Mayor, and probably would be removed if 
they refused to do his bidding in this out- 
rageous case; but they are careful to explain 
that they were not instrumental in securing 
the removal, and are loth to part with so 
gooda man. It must also be humiliating to 
the gentlemen serving on this Board to be 
forced to an action so manifestly wrong and 
opposed to the best interests of the city, and 
it is a wonder that those members of the 
Board who are not dependent on their official] 
places for their livelihood should consent to 
retain office subject to such humiliating and 
unwarranted dictation. 

Ad-Interim Colvm has assumed to remove 
Mr. Caron because the latter is understood 
to be opposed to the bummerism which now 
controls the city affairs and keeps Coĩl vin in 
office. There is some talk about a difference 


between Mr. Orecren and the Board about 
the use of a smoke-burner which Mr. C nr 
claims might burn out the boilers.

C. CLanxz, who voted against this usurpa- 
tion, has been associated with Mr. Crrcrn. 
This was cause enough, according to the 
Colvinian school of politics, to warrant the 
removal, even at the sacrifice of the public 
interests. But in this case he will probably 
discover that, instead of helping his Admin- 
istration by putting a supposed opponent out 
of the way, the removal will only hasten and 
strengthen the determination of the people 
to remove Corvin himself by the election of 
a Council opposed to usurpation. 
CURRENCY STANDARDS. 

Some of the pretentious organs of irre- 
deemable scrip currency exhibit in a remark- 
able degree how little of knowledge is neces- 
sary to a professed teacher. An article in 
one of those sheets starts out with 
the assumption that our banking in for- 
mer times was derived from the English 
system. Why English more than Scotch, or 
French, or German? The English system is 
distinguished by its rigorous limitation of 
currency issues, and the requirement of the 
best security for their prompt and certain 
convertibility into gold on demand. The 
Scotch system is a free one, allowing any one 
to issue notes, compelling no one to take them, 
and applying only the law of debtor and 
creditor to hold the banker to a proper ac- 
countability. In the former case, the Govern- 
ment undertakes to protect the people against 
a bad currency; in the latter, the people are 
put upon their guard, and warned to keep 
a sharp look-out lest they lose by bank- 
notes. Both plans in their respective places 
have worked well. But,” says the rag- 
baby oracle, the practical result has been, 
in England, the conversion of the promises 
into the thing promised or the absolute sus- 
pension of specie-payments, accompanied by 
wide-spread and devastating commercial 
crises during each decade.” This is conspicu- 
ously untrue and false,—a historical fact 
evolved from inner consciousness or the im- 
agination of a dishonest writer. There is no 
foundation whatever for the assertion. Not 
even in the tempest of 1825, nor 1845, nor 
1866, did the Bank of England suspend spe- 
cie-payments. Under an order in Council, 
affirmed by act of Parliament, the Bank sus- 
pe from 1797 to 1819, during the great 
Nench war. But such a measure was not 
thought of at other times, and would 
not have been considered during the 
Napoleonic wars but for the large 
demand for gold by the Government. 
Even this suspension under the pressure of 
a gigantic war has been condemned as unwise 
by the greatest English statesmen and 
economists. If the rag-baby organ wishes to 
see how the memorable bank restriction was 
regarded after years of experience, let its 
ignorant editor read the Parliamentary de- 
bates in 1811 and again in 1819, the 
speeches of Horner, Lord Liverpool, Husx1s- 
son, and Cannino, of Prez, Lord Ko, and 
Trzmnay, and the writings of Ricarpo and 
Tooxs. He may get some ideas, some facts 
and figures, more valuable than his own cogi- 
tations. 

The commercial crises in England for the 
past fifty years have had little reference to the 
expansion of the currency. Her currency is 
the same in amount, or nearly so. Thrice in 
a great panic the Bank has been directed by 
Orders in Council” to disregard the legal 
limit in the issue of notes, in order to afford 
relief to solvent borrowers who are in 
danger of being crushed for want of 
ready currency. At such times the run is 
not for gold but for bank-notes. So complete 
is the security on which the bank-notes are 
issued, that no question of their soundness is 
ever raised. In the midst of the great panic 
of 1825 the Bank enlarged its loans £8,000,000, 
or $40,000,000. All who could give valid ge- 
curity were accommodated. The expansion 
was temporary, and the notes were placed 
where they afforded complete relief. 

Is it not well nigh a crime that an editor 
should assume to instruct the public out of 
his own vicious ignorance? G&nnot the 
rag-baby organ afford to employ a writer 
upon this most important subject 
who can speak from knowledge, and 
attain the “ full assurante of tinderstanding”? 
The rag-baby organ proposes as a remedy for 
all our financial ills a currency made up of 
Government debts not bearing interest, con- 
vertible into other debts bearing currency in- 
terest, and the interest-bearing debts recon- 
vertible into debts hot bearing interest. This

There is no escape from these conditions. 
Governments cannot make space, or length, 
or weight, but they may fix and declare the 
units by which they are to be measured and 
expressed. No more can Governments make 
value; they may declare how much of gold 
or silver shall be the unit of value, and no 
more. Ail attempts beyond this are as futile 
as climbing upon the house-top to clutch 
the stars, — an amusement of fools, a terror 
to prudent men. 


Mr. Breecuen’s triumph,“ as it has been 
announced, in the suit for malicious prose- 
cution brought against him by Franx Movt- 
Ton, turns out to have been another doubtful 
victory in suppressing investigation of the 
Scandal. Movxton, it will be remembered, 
was, upon Bexcuer’s testimony, indicted for 
perjury in the Bc. Turo trial, and, it 
was proclaimed, would be landed in the Peni- 
tentiary. After the Trronx-Beecues litiga- 
tion had passed, a nolle prosequi was entered 
to the indictment against Mou.ron. This was 
also done at Brexrcuen’s instance and against 
the protest of Mobzron, who de * 
trial. Thereon he brought the suit for 
malicious prosecution. Instead of meet- 


fore the prosecution was well founded, 


malicious prosecution could be brought, be- 
canse Mouton had not been tried upon the 
indictment and acquitted ; in fact, couldn't get 
atrial. The Brooklyn Judge so ruled, sus- 
‘taining the demurrer. His decision in effect 
was that any person accused of a crime may 
go before the Grand Jury and have indicted 
for perjury the chief witness against him in 
order to discredit that witness’ testiniony. 
That done, he may next procure the entry of 
a nolle prosegui, so that the witness indicted 
for perjury shall have no opportunity for 
vindicating himself; and that, no matter 
whether this were done maliciously or not, 
the person so indicted and denied a trial can 
recover no damages because he has 
not been tried! That may be law, 
but it is neither justice nor common 
sense. The damage done Movtton by 
preventing his trial upon the indictment for 
perjury is far greater than if he had been 
tried and acquitted. The indictment, so the 
Brooklyn Judge rules, yet holds against him, 
and he is not only denied opportunity to vin- 
dicaté himself, but, according to that Judge’s 
ruling, cannot recover damages until he has 
been tried and acquitted. Moviton’s counsel 
will carry the case to the Court of Appeals, 
where probably it will be decided that he is 
not without a remedy, and that no man can 
institute prosecution against another and by 
dropping it after indictment escape liability, 
if the prosecution were malicious. 


COMPLETING A RECORD. 
A few days since we republished from the

FULL TEXT OF HIS KEPLY TO LYND2'S RESOLUTION. 
Correspondcnee Cincinnati Cazette. 

Wasrrnotoy, April 5.—The following is the 
fall text of the reply of Secretary Bristow to 
the resolution of Representative Lynde (Mil- 
waukee Whisky District), asking whether any 
newspapers, editors, or correspondents bave 
been paid anything for helping to expose whisky 
thieves : 

Treasvurny DEPARTMENT, WasniIscrTon, D. C., April 
4, 1876.—Sim: I am this morning in receipt of «a reso- 
lutiou passed by the House of Representatives on yes- 
terday, as follows: 

* Resolved, That the Seeretary of the Treasury be 

to inform this House what sums of money, 
if any, have been paid by the Department to news- 
papera, editors, or correspondents of newspapers, 
aside from the Dlication of legal notices, by the 
attorneys of the United States, revenue agents, Super- 


o, and when paid, and to whom 

d. and for what newspapers the same were respec- 

ively paid, for what particular purpose the same were 

paid, and from what funds in the Treasury such 
moneys were paid.“ * 

In reply thereto the Secretary has the honor respect- 
fully to inform the House that in his last annual re- 
port ho advised Congress of the discovery of extensive 
conspiracies to defrand the Government of its lawtul 
revenues from distilled spirits, and of the means em- 

loyed to detectand pupish revenue officers, distil- 

and otbers engaged in such conspiracies. 

The magnitude and strength of the combinations 
against the Government were such as to defy and suc- 
cessfully resist the means usually employed by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue to expose and break up 
such unlawful comb! nations, 

The extraordinary character of the frauds commit- 
ted, the wide-spread corruption of revenue oflicials in 
the cities referred to, and the consequent loss of reve- 
nue, rendered it necessary in order efiectually to put a 
stop to these frauds, and to bring to punishment the 
parties engaged therein—to resort to every available 
uro of information, and seemed not only to justify 
but to demand the use of all the energies and instru- 
mentalities of the Department. 

Accordingly, a Solicitor of the. Treasury was di- 
rected to draw upon the appropriation for bringing to 
trial and punishment parties engaged in counterfeit- 
ing, and for detecting other frauds upon the Govern- 
ment, and was charged with the duty of a thorough 
eilort to detect the guilty parties. 

The work thus imposed upon the Solicitor was con- 
ducted with energy and marked success, and the result 
fully justifies the action of the De ment, 

Karly in the course of the investigation it was found 
impossible to ascertain, through the agencies ordin- 
arily employed, the — details of the manner of 
per the frauds, and subsequent develop- 
ments have shown that, in several important districts, 
especially in those embrecing the cities mentioned in 


„the resolution, many of the officers upon whom the 


Government usually relied were themselves parties to 
conspiracies, and that they kept constant watch the 
movements of other revenue officers, and gave ti eliy 
warning to the distillers of the coming of such as 
could not be corruptly used. 

Under these circumstances it became n to 
em ploy 222 who were not known to be in the 
sorvice of the Government. The persons so employed 
were carefully chosen by the Solicitor of the Treasury. 
and generally performed well ana faithfully the duties 
imposed upon them, 

In the early stage of the investigation at St. Louis, a 
person, whose vocation it was to gather local comuner- 
cial news for a daily newspaper, was employed to as- 
certain 9nd report the shipment and sales of distilled 
epirite ih that city, aud to er such other informa- 
tion as might be useful in detecting crime supposed to 
exist, He was so employed because he was recom- 
mended as trustworthy und well fitted for the pur- 

and because it was believed he could conduct the 
necessary inquiry without exciting the suspicion of 
guilty parties. 

His work was done in a manner satisfactory to the 
Department. It formed the basis of further action, 
which led to the complete exposure of 9 gigantic con- 
spiracy, to the conviction of a large number of officers 
distillers, and Others, to the institution of many civi 
actions for the recovery of taxes, and to the condemna- 
tion of forfeited property of considerable value, For 
the services thus rendered, the person so employed 


- was paid a reasonable compensation out of the ap-

The second day's proceedings ih the Frey- 
singer and Seaverns whisky trial dij not excite 
much publio interest.

The understand- 
ing was that be should attend to the shipmenia. 
He did make the first ong, but, being ratber 
bungling, he was relieved. He afterwards only 
made the entries. The defendant told him to be 
very careful about the account-book, because 
the revenue agents might be around. He had 
no idea of the number of car-loads shipped to 
Englewood. The revenue agents came to his 
house with Seaverns and demanded the book con- 
taining the account of the ehipments. He was 
not present at the time. The witness’ bitter- 
vess of feeling towards Seaverns was because 
that persov bad not paid him enough. When 
before the Grand Jury bo was influenced by the 
same feeling. His testimony before the Grand 
Jury was in the shape of answers to leading 
questions, 

On the redirect examination by Mr. Boutell, 
wituess explained that when he had stated 
that de had taken charge of one 
shipment, and the only one of which momoran- 
da were given him by Mr. Seaverus, be bad re- 
ferred to the one which consisted of spirits 
shipped as flour, and which required cooperage. 
As to bis testimony before the Grand Jary, the wit- 
noss became considerably mixed up, and said 
that he did not know whether he had sworn true 
or false before that body, as he was nearly 
scared to death at the time. 

In anewer to a question by Mr. Storrs, witness 
stated that on affidavit shown him was writtou 
by Col. Kinney. He had never seen Mr. Seaverns 
since hia testimony before the Grand Jury. 

MRS. ALICE WALLACE 

was next sworn, and testified that she was the 
wife of the previous witness. Previous to the 
tire they bad livedat No. 751 State street. Her 
husband had been a cattle-drover for a Mr. 
Kent. She knew Mr. Seaverus. She kept for 
her husband a book known as a wholesale 
liquor-dealer’s book, but she did not know 
at the time what it was. She kept it about three 
years. There was one book which they kept 
about a vear,—that one they were always quar- 
reling about, and she bid it in the barn. She 
could not tell bow many entries she had made. 
She did not recollect making any entries in the 
first book. She didn’t want to have it at the 
house. She didn’t remember signing ber bus- 
band’s name to any books, but if there was any 
writing in them she supposed she must have 
done it. Some of the entries she cut out and 

ave to the children, and others she gave to 

er husband. She didn’t remember giving 
any coupons to Mr. Seaverns. She gave 
over half of them to ber husband. 
The last coupon signed by ber was 
in 1872. At the ume the book was burned some- 
thing was said about the revonue officers. He 
told her there might be trouble in keeping the 
book, but he did not make avy explanation of it. 
The reason for the disagreement between her- 
eelf and husband on account of the book was 
because the book was always lying around in the 
way, aod was being torn bythe children, About 
the second book they had no trouble. Witness 
here grew very prevaricating. , 

Mr. Boutell—Wasn't the trouble about the 
first book owing to your making entries iu it 
which you didu’t know anything about? 

Mrs. Wallace—No. 

The Court—Mrs. Wallace, if you cannot tel! 


the truth, I will see if we cannot find some way, 


of making you toll the truth. 

The croes-examivation by Mr. Storrs bogan 
soon after. Witness stated that she had never 
received any instructions from her husband or 
Mr. Seaverus regarding the book. She was 
present when the book was burued by her 
husband, and there was a quarrel between them. 
The children were meddling with the book con- 
tiuuallx. 

Tne Court hore intimated that the witness 
answered the questious of Mr. Storrs more 
readily than thoee of the other side. Mr. Storrs 
said that he boped nothing was meant by the 
remark. He would assure the Court that 
neither he nor any of his associate counsel had 
ever soen the witness before that moruing. 

COL. T. J. KINNEY 

was nextcalied. He had been in the revenue 
service about two mouths. The coupon shown 
him he had first seen in the pogsession of Judge 
Miller, who had told him it was one of the cou- 
pons from the Wallace book. A trauscript of 
the account book was shown, and witness testi- 
fied that he had been informed that the account 
represented all the spirits shipped from Frey- 
singer to Wallace. He had examined the ac- 
counts of wines shipped from various points by 
Freysinger over various roads. 

The case here rested for the prosecution, and 
Gen. Hawley, in benalf of the defegdant, made 
the opening speech. He was foliowed by Judge 
Murphy, who spoke briefly to the same effect in 
behalf of his client, Seaverns. 

On the reopenivg of court in the afternoon, 
the testimony fur the defense was introduced. 

MR. T. WISER 

was first called to the witness-stand. He testi- 
fied that he had resided at Rock Island since 
1852, and was a Deputy Collector and Assistant 
Assessor, having resigned Oct. 1, 1875. He had 
been on duty at the Milan Distillery. His duty 
cousisted in receiving returns, and in opening 
and closing the vate and averaging the capacity. 
The changes of capacity were frequent. He had 
been there with other officers, particularly 
with Mr. J. H. Reed, the Assessor of the dis- 
trict. J. B. Cahill was Collector part of the 
time. Mr. Gilson was Assessor. itness had 
no means of determining if there was any illicit 
business done there. They could not use any 
extra tubs without his knowledge, and he did 
not know of any extra mashes being run con- 
trary to law. 

Ou cross-examination he said that he went 
down there to the distillery often witb other offi- 
cers in 1872, but could not recollect the number 
of times. Extra mashes might have been run 
without bis knowledge. The wine-room was 
some distance from the distiliery—about 100 fees. 

WILLIAM A. NORRIS 

was the next witness. He had resided in Rock 
Island County for twenty years, and had been 
appointed a Storekeeper in June, 1870, being 
assigned to duty at the distillery of G. P. Frey- 
singer, and coutinued there until December, 
1873. He was night Storekeeper, H. B. Burg 
being day Storekeeper. His duty was to watch 
and see that no highwines were removed, and 
to weigh the grain that went into the mash. 
Duritg that time, to his knowledge, no spirits 
were manufactured upon which no tax was paid. 
If any had been made in violation of law he 
would have known it,—at least be would have 
known if any had been removed during the 
night. He did not think apy crooked was 
made. David Hawes wasthe Gauger on duty 
at the time he was there. A rectify- 
ing house was never there. He 
did not know of any A being 
rectified there which were produced elsewhere. 
His duty did not require bim to look after the 
rectifving-house. He saw wagon-loads of what 
he supposed were spirits going to the rectifving- 
house, having apparently been sent there from 
Rock Island. Such occurrences were rare. He 
sometimes saw them after 4 o’clock in the after- 
noob. 

Witness was cross-examined by Mr. Boutell, 
and seid that the rectifying-house was west of 
the distillery. There were no buildings between 
them except a lot of cattle-pens. He was never 
in the house half-a-dozen times, and had no 
duties there of any kind. The loads of spirits 
he had seen going there were from the west 
going east to the rectifying- house. 

The witness bere becoming faint he was 
excused, and 

MR. DAVID HAWES 
was placed on the stand. He testified that bo 
had resided in Rock Island thirty-eight years. 
He was appointed a Gauger Jane 17, 
1869, and was assigned m July to 
Freysinger’s distillery. He continued there 
as long as the distillery was running. except for 
about a month in 1870. He was relieved at that 
time by John E. Scanlon. He resided at Rock 
Island all the time. The distillery was west of 
Milan, and south of Rock Isiand. The Rock 
Island Road was on the east side of the distill- 
ery. The distillery was on the bank of Rock 
River, which was crossed dy a series of bridges. 
Any one goiog to Milan fom the town must pass 
over the bridge. He gauged and stamped all 
the highwines manufactured at the distillery, 
and he did not know of any being made or re- 
moved iliegally. He did not koow of any barrels 
or packages returned with the stamps uncan- 
celed. ‘There were some spirits brought to be 
rectified which were not manufactured at the 
distillery. He had known of quantities of 
spirits being taken from the bonded warehouse 
and stored in Freysinger’s warehouse. The 
proof varied greatiy—sometimes as low as 120, 
and from that to 150. He was confident that 
no spirits were made or removed which he 
did not see. He himself carried the keys to the 
wioe-room.and no one could open the door with- 
out breaking the Govera@ment seal. George P. 
Frevsinger ceased to operate the distillery De- 


cember, 1873. 
HENRY B. BURG 


was next called, and testified that he had lived 
in Rock Island twenty-two years. He was a 
Gauger, having been appointed first a Store- 
keeper in 


singer's distillery, and was there four years, with 
some intermissions. From June, 1871, to Jann- 
ary, 1873, he was there continuously. During that 
time the first Gauger was Mr. Beardsley, suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Hawes in June, 1870. At present 
witness was a Gauger at a distillery in Rock 
Island. The ovly smrits produced at Freyringer’s 
distillery on which no stamps were paid to his 
knowledge were 2 quanuty destroyed by ligbt- 
ping. 

Ou the cross-examination by Mr. Boutell, the 
witnese stated that he was at the distillery all 
day when they were ruunmg full capacity. 
When not full capacity, he would be there only 
a part of the day. He would generaliy go there 
at4 o'clock in the morning, and stay until the 
nizht Storekeeper arrived. Sometimes, when 
the distillery had stopped for the day, there was 
no use of his remaining later than noon. 

Mk. J. k. BROWN 
was next called, aud examined by Judge Murphy. 
He had resided in Chicago sixteen or seventeen 
ears, and known Mr. Seaverns nearly as long. 

e had been a Deputy Collector until recentiv. 
Mr. Seaverns came to bim in 1872 with bills 
of lading, asking for advances upon them. 
The proper coupons were attached, or be would 
not have paid any attention to them 
Those bills were forwarded to New York, or 
wherever the goods had been shipped. He 
could not tell the date, but thought the trans- 
actioos were between 1870 and 1873. During 
that period wituess was a solicitor for a New 
York house. Tho goods were shipped over the 
Red Line route. He would not have advanced 
anything on them unless the coupons were all 
right. 

Tene R. Benslev, J. H. Clough, and H. B. 
Boguo testified to Mr. Seaverns’ good character. 

Tne Court atthis point adjourned until this 

morning at 10 o'clock.

IN GENERAL. 

J. D. WARD. : 

The Hon. J. D. Ward has not returned to his 
home, and there is a possibility that his coming 
may be delayed for some days. Telegrams from 
himseif and his brother-in-law, Mr, George W. 
Latimer, received lately, have described his con- 
dition as precarious, and itis now known that 
he is quite ill.

Mrs. Ward immediately made preparations to 
start for Detroit tbis morning, and, unless Mr. 
Ward comes with Mr. Latimer, she will leave 
on the first train. Other friends of the ex-Dis- 
trict-Attorney have gone to him, and as soon as 
he is able to travel he will be brought home. 

Mr. Ward has suffered fora number of years 
with a kidney difficulty, and has been repeatedly 
warned to take the best care of bimself, and 
those most intimate with him, and who have 
heard more in detail of his present condition, 
entertain fears that he is really in greater dan- 
ger than the dispatches would seem to indicate. 


Since the troubles that now involve him arose, 


Mr. Ward bas been greatly depressed, and at 
times has éxcited considerable alarm from bis 


condition. It was contrary to the advice of his 


friends that he undertook his Eastern trip, aud 
pow that be has sunk intoa condition that ap- 
pears absolutely to prevent his immediate re- 
turn, it is more than ever to be regretted that 
he left Chicago. 

LET THERE BE TEARS. 

There ie woe among the squealers. They are 
hurt to the blood. They are in tears and misery. 
Sorrow rests upon their heads, and their hearts 
are heavy. Stormy days have come unto them, 
and silver threads are mingling with the gold 
upon their scaips. Sackcloth aud bitter water 
have taken the placo of broadeloth and beer. 
Their lamentations burden the aur. Their eyes 
rain salt-drope. They are great at figuring. 
They are profound moral statistici Since 
the dawn of their troubles they have figured. 
From the date of their seizures they have fügur- 
ed. Unto them life was without avail, if not 
figured for. They dwelt in schemes and abided 
in plans. 

Their darling plan has been the release of 
their bonds, the bonds given upon the release of 
their property after the seizure. A considera- 
tion of their squealing was that they should re- 
cover their property. But now comes inexora- 
ble law and swift retribution, saying unto them, 
‘* Verily he who squealeth sball not enter upon 
the joys of bis distillery.” And great despair 
tell upon them as the sentence was read. 

But. true to their instincts, they began g- 
uring,” and for a week or more they have work- 
ed and labored with Judge Bangs, that they be 
allowed now to turn their distilleries in, and se- 
cure the release of their bondsmen. Judge 
Bangs isa patient man. He harkeneth much 
and sloppeth over but little, and when the fig- 
urers ‘leaned out that it would be a 
good scheme to substitute the property 
for the bonds, he said it would be a good scheme. 
Then be pulled his hair a little more forward of 
his ears. They deparved chuckling. Judge 
Bangs remained in his office (also chuckling). 
And the equealers were glad and rejoiced, and 
the world was brightto them. The sky was 
blue, and the sun tipped the spiresof the 
churches to which they bend their steps upon 
the Sabbath. The little birds sang gaily in the 
happy world their figuring” had created. 

But,“ said Judge Bangs to a TrisvunNe ro- 
porter vesterday, the law is, that where a 
pond has beeo given on the release of property, 
and a bond substituted, the positions cannot be 
again reversed, and the Government must look 
to the bondsmen.” 

Have you no option in the matter?” asked 
the reporter. 

None whatever. The law is there, and I 
can't break or change it. 

But cannot the Department at Washington 
do it ?” 

»That is another thing,” said the Judge; 1 
can’t speak for the Department, but the law is 
as I have stated to you.” 

„And so far as you are advised, you must pro- 
ceed under the condemnations against the 
bonds 7 

Les, sir. I see no other way.” 

And so the victims are al! grief and uncbarita- 
bleness. The skyis dull and overcast. The sun 
no longer lights their path, and the frogs croak 
where the birds were musical. 

Still they figure. The whole matter will be 
presented to the Department at Washington. 
strong plea will be made to release the bonds. 
Every sacrifice of property will be offered, but, 
if it all shall fail, there will be howlings of pain 
aud mortification of the flesh. 

LOOK A LITTLE. 

The purchasers of spirits at the sales under 
condemnation will do well to look the matter 
calmly in the eye. There is a section of the 
statute (quoted below) which will be read with 
interest. Buyers who are under the impression 
that they can buy and seil immediately, will 
probably be astonished to learn that, even though 
the tax has once been paid on the spirits, it 
must be paid again by the purchaser, the old 
— — obliterated and new tax-paid stam ps 

x 


It has generally been supposed that one pay- 
mont of tax is sufficient to get the goods ppon 
the market, but the section and ther ons 
under it provide that the old stamps must be 
scraped off upon seizure, and new ones put on 
upon the sale. There was a bot discussion be- 
tween two distillers yesterday upon the subject, 
which was finally settled by reference to the fol- 
lowing section : | 

All distilied spirits forfeited to the United States, 
sold by order of Court or under of 
distraint, subject to tax; and 
the p 5, and be- 
fore he possession of ssid spirits, 
pay the taxthereon. And any distilled spirits hereto- 
fore. condemned and now in the possession of the 
United States, shall be soid as herein provided, If 
any tax stamps are affixed to any cask or packese so 
condemned, such stamps shail be obliterated and de- 
stroyed by the Collector or Marshal after forfeiture, 
and before such sale,

Wasuinorox, D. C., April 7.—The House Com- 
mittee on Printing has pushed its investigation 
into the management of the Government Print- 
ing-Office very vigorously during the past ten 
dars. The inquiry tous far undoubtedly shows 
improvidence in some of the purchases made, 
and very high prices paid for material aud labor. 
and charges for work done for the departments. 
In short, general extravagance seems to have 
prevailed in the management of the office, The 
Committee will probably be upasimous in report- 
ing that the work of public printing ought to be 
done at far less expevse than during the past 
few years. 

The examination into the manger of keeping 
the books and accounts of the Printing-Oftice 
has been quite chorougb. aod has resu!ted in the 
discovery of looseness which can hardly be sai- 
isfact explained. It docs not yet appear 
whetber the Goverament Priater himself is re- 
sponsibie for the mistakes in bookkeeping or 
not, though the Democratic members of the 
Committee seem to be of opinion that a more 
careful supervision of the affairs of the office 
would have made many of them impossible. The 
mistakes in bookkeeping which have been dis 
covered are not understood to involve very large 
amounts of money, but ther throw discredit 
over all the accounts of the Government Print- 
ing-Office, and make a very careful examination 
of them desirable.

THE HOUSES 
are constructed principally of mud brick, un- 


' burned, iu all of the cities and villages, excepting 


Cairo, Alexandria, aud Ismailia. They. range 
from one to two stories high. The streets are 
narrow. without pavements. The second story 
of the houses will frequently project sufficiently 
to cover one-half of the street. This not only 
aids in shading the street, but the rooms in the 
projections are well ventilated, and therefore 
cooler. Now and then there may be seen a 
house of burned brick, or stone, which will be 
the residence of one of the most wealthy of the 
village. There are no country-residences in 


Egypt. All live in the villages. In earlier times 


it Was necessary to reside in communities for 
safety and protection. 

The Khedtve has the control of all the sugar 
manufactories in the State, and he can com- 
mand without compensation 100 days’ labor in 
them from his subjects, inclading the camel or 
donkey, if perchance the man owns one. 

TAXATION AND EXTRAVAGANCE. 

The average tax upon the farming lands, paid 
to the Government, is 60 france ($13) aa acre, 
and 45 per cent of the product of tae date-palm 
tree. This gives only a cue to the heavy taxa- 
tion necessary to support the Government, which 
to-day is vo less thaa bankrupt. The Viceroy 
evidently has not the most remote conception of 
economy. Palaces must be built, at great ex- 
pense, for each legitimate child, which was done 
not long since fora precocious daughter of 10 
summers, who ex presse d displeasure in remain- 
ing any longer with the motber-bird (caged) in 
the harem. 

But, notwithstanding all of his weaknesses, 
the Khedive has a few progressive notions, and 
these should be encouraged. Johuny Bull, per- 
adventure. bas an eye upon Egypt. The fact 
that an English financier bas recently been 
called to“ poet the Khedive’s booke, and that 
the Khedive proposes to borrow several more 
millions of dollars from Euglish and French 
capitalists, and mortgage the balance of his 
stock in the Suez Canal and the railway (the 
only one that the State has), may be significant. 

SICKNESS AND MEDICAL ATTENDANCE. 

I would caution travelers to the East not to 
make the tour of the Nile uoder the managément 
of Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son, of London. un- 
less they pledge themselves to furnish a skillful 
physician to accompany the steamer. They ad- 
vertise that a physician accompanies each of the 
Knedive's steamers, which they mauipulate. The 
fact 1s, an Arab, called a doctor, does go with 
each boat; bust he has no more merit es a phy- 
sician than the donsey which Cook furnishes to 
members of his party with which to ride to the 
ruins, tombs, etc. Some in consequences, are 
now iomates of Arab cemeteries, far 
from home acd friends: and the 
writer, io all human probability, wouid 
bave beew added to the number bad not 
Ur. George Bird, of London, providentially 
been ope of our party. I further advise that al! 
travelers to Egypt, Palestine, Svria, ete., pro- 
vide themselves, with medic.nes such as they 
would uee for beicous de:angements, diarrhea. 
and intermittent "fevers. Ifill, shon in Cairo, 
do not fail to consult Dr. James A. S. Grant, 
who is ascientifie gentleman, as well as a most 
skillful and seientific physician. He is a Scotch- 
man by buth and education, but bas resided in 
Cairo several years, aud uoderstands well the 
treatment of all climatic diseases. The nurs- 
ing, care, and attention which an invatid 
receives at his house, attended by the 
most.skillful and experienced English nurses, 
are not to be compared with being ili at a hotel 
aud attended only by a mative Arab, even if the 
hotel and attendant are of the bes: which an 
Egyptian city affords. 

The traveler in Egypt and other Easteru 
countries, When the beat is mtense, should 
wear ligit-colored clothing, including hat, and 
Always carry ap umbrella of a green or light 
color, especially when riding through the bot- 
tom-lands of the Nile, or over the burning 
sands of the desert. Tuese suggestions. by ove 
bo bas bad experience, are given for the beue- 
fit of those who may follow, aud, if heeded in 
time, may be of much value.

A Lake Disappears. 
Valdosta (Ga.) Times. 

A third lake in Lowndes County has been 
emptied of its waters by subterranean passages 
during the last six months. What is the matter? 
Ine Times bas several times alluded to the fact 
that Lowndes County had within its borders 
numbers of lakes from 10 to 500 (and several 
beyond 1,000) acres m size, and can it be 
that these lakes are all conneéted witha grand 


underground water-course? It seems so. lu 


ptember last one dried up, or run off, and left 
hels upon busbels of fishin boles of water 

t upon the bottom of the lake. In January 
another about 5 miles from this did the same 
thing, and pow Grassy Pond, a lake covering 
about 500 secres. just between the two above 
mentioned, has left its millions of fishes out of 
water. About three weeks ago it was reported 
that the waters of thie lake were sinking below 
low-water mark, and every day or two we would 
bear that it was still going dosen. Last Friday a 
report spread all over the county like wild-fire 
that Grassy Pond was low enough torake the 
fish out with nets, and by sundown over 100 
people had collected at the place. Some had dip- 
nete, some cast-pete, and there was one seine 
in the party. The first haul with the seine 


caught enough trout, jack, bream and speckle” 


to make a mess for every one present. 
uring that night allthe water disap 

and there were millions of fish left d upon 
dry land. Next day the planters hitched up 
their wagons and bauled load after load, aud 
acattered them in their fields for manure, aud 
thousands were left atthe mercy of b 
hogs, and other ures of prey. Such quan- 
tities of fish, such bave never 
been known in the history of Lowndes County. 
No ome ever dreamed that there were half that 
quantity of fish in Grassy Pond, it was 
celebrated for ita fine fishing gr in the 
spring of the year. The other two lakes above 
mentioned did not run thus completely dry, and 
the fish that were not caught were saved by the 
water returning in afew days from ite hidden 
retreat in the of the earth. We learn

Justice Sammerfield was then elected Chair- 
man, and Justice D Wolf Clerk pro tem. in the 
absence of the Town Clerk, who was counting 
votes. 

Owing to the fact that the majority of the 
Committee appointed at the last meeting were 
not present to report, and that the bill presented 
by Collector Evans was not at band, it was not 
deemed best —or poss!ble—to take any action on 
that subject, and the time was given up to

of what was beet to be done. The principle that 
an oficer whose compensation had been fixed by 
law for the performance of certain duties could 
not legally claum further pay if additional duties 
were imposed upon him, was discussed at length, 
and a recent case decided by the Supreme Court 
was adduced as proof. This principle seemed 
to cover the Evang case so entirely as to leave 
no doubt on the matter. 

It was mooted whether the town might not 
have a right under the law to all the money to 
be received by Evans as ove of its oflicera for 
duties which bad been placed upon him outside 
but it appeared from Justice Wallace's remarks 
that vane’ attorneys and those of the Citizena’ 
Association had agreed in saying that the town 
had nothing to do with the work done by Evaos 
for the city. The Board interpreted this to mean 
that the town nothing to do with paying 


Evans’ help and other expenses which were em- 


ployed aud incurred in collecting city taxes. 
JUSTICE D'WOLF 
was of the opinion that the proper way to settle 
upon the amount to be paid Evans was bya 
matheniatical calculation. He had collected a 
certain sum of money for city, State, county, 
town, and park texes. Of this total the city tax 
was almost exactiy two-thirds, and it would 
therefore seem just that two-thirds of the ex- 
penses incurred in the total collection should 
come out of the city, which had received that 
the money. Evans had 
oug a bil of about 
of this, $1,500 was salary 
from the town; the other $10,400 was for heip 
and other expenses. One-third of that, or 
@3.466, when added to the iawful salary of 
$1,500, would make $4,966, or, say, $5,000. 
which was just about the sum that should be 
audited for Evang. The Collector was to re- 
ceive, or had received, about $14,000 from the 
city for making its collections; if the town 
should give him 65, 000 more he got $19,000 in 
all, and when $10,400 was taken out for expenses 
it would leave Mr. Evans $8,600, which, in the 
opicion of the speaker, was quite enough for 
his work. 

After some further general discussion of this 
subject, Justice D’Wolt said that he bad been 
for some time engaged in examing -the law, and 
Dad ascertained, as be believed, that the action 
of the Board in auditing or estimating for the 
expenses of officers taken last fall, was wholly 
illegal and void. In the firet place, the Revised 
Statutes, p. 1081, Sec. 120, provided that The 
Board of Auditors shall meet in the Town Clerk's 
office . on the Tuesday next preceding 
the annual meeting of the County Board.” 

Now, the meeting at which the sums were said 
to have been voted was from Aug. 31 to Sept. 4, 
inclusive. The question was whether this was 


within the law. ‘The act constituting the 


County Board of Cook County provided that it 
should have .reguiar meetings on the first 
Mondays of December, March, June, and Sep- 
tember of each year.” Nothing wae said about 
an “‘anwnal meeting” at all, and if it did have 
auch a thing it would naturally take place iu De- 
gember, when the new members took their 
seats. Certainly the action of the Board of 
Audit was not had the Tuesdey preceding that 
meeting. 

Suppesiog the time to be figured by reference 
to the time when an “aovual meeting” was 
hold im other counties beside Cook, and it would 
be found that the statutes (p. 310, Sec. 43) provid- 
ed that regular meetings were to be held the 
first Mondays of December, March, June, and 
September. The action taken had not accorded 
with this provision. 

The only place where an * anoual meeting ” 
was mentioned was in Sec. 50, p. 311, where t 
law stated that they should be bolden on the 
second Tuesday of September. Taking even 
this as a criterion, the meeting bad been heid 
one week too early, and had therefore boen ir- 
regular. 

From all the authorities the speaker deauced 
the opiniou that the proceedings claimed as an 
audit of the claims were taken at a time when 
the Board bad no legal right to be in session at 


all. and were therefore absolutely illegal and | 


void. 

After some general discussion of the points 
raised, and just as Justice D’ Wolf was proceed- 
ing to discuss another view of the matter, claim- 
ing the illegality of the actiou on otber grounds, 
Justice Pollak moved to adjourn from day to 
day to Wednesday evening next at 7 o'clock. He 
promised to submit at that time a report from 
the committee of which he was a member which 
he thought would be satisfactory. * 

Tbe mot'on was carried, and the Board stood 


adjourned.

Since 
then a vain effort has been made to secure 
a meeting of the Board that the report 
might be presented. Yesterday afternoon had 
been fixed as the time at which the meeting 
would positively ‘be held, but at 6 o'clock the 
Supervisor and Town Clerk bad failed to put in 
an appearance, for some reason or another. Ius 
Tuguxk, however, ia enabled to give the public 
the substance of the report, as follows, without 
stopping to explain bow it came by it:

The record of the creation, by Moses, 
if judged by the letter,jor in a literal sepee, must 
necessartiy be misunders and misiuter pret- 
ed: and so mill many Biblical records im the 
Old Testament, unless spiritually judged and 
considered, as thev ought to be, being in their 
inward sense spiritual. Otherwise they canuot 
be understood or judged at ail. 

Who, in all the world, can nowadays be so 
iguorant that he beueve the six days of the 
creation to mean six literal days (earth-days), or 
that the fall of man was accomplished merely by 
the eating of an apple? Surely will every sensi 
bie man understand and admit that the Bible 
records of these two events are given figurative- 
ly. The same is the case with a great many 
other Bible records, of which. every one 
in its inward sense contains spiritus 
truth® revealed only for those accsptable there- 
for. To deny the fact of this cannot be done 
on any other ground whatever than disbelief ; 
when, on the other hand, the reality of the fact 
mentioned is experienced beyond doubt by those 
who believe, and whom scientists call fools. 
Were it possible for disbelievers to ascertain the 
fact merely by the use of the teleseope or micro- 
acope, or by apy other sort of experiment but 
faith io the Lord and the Word. they, too, 
should certainly be convinced. Still, there 1 
another way to convince, to the sei- 
entitic mind, because being a fact of history, 
namely : that wheoever and wherever a peopie 
on the earth were so degraded in their moral hab- 
its that love to the neighbor and faith in the 
Lord were lost, their destuction always followed. 
Whatever the form they worshipped the Lord 
made no difference, the cousequences were the 
same. We are not prepared yet, and never will 
be, to admit that we, human gs and images 
of the Creator, ure 8 but animals 
of a higher order. The Ii which shall 
connect us with the animals will, I bope, 
forever be lost, because it never existed, further 
than we degrade ourselves to the likeness of the 
beast and brute. I hold that man always was 
man. gifted with capacity for development and 
progress,—a capacity which is inherited in him 
from bis creation; and that, had he not been 
auch, the idea of a Creator and tb worship of 
Him could never have entered bis mind, more 
than it can tho ape, ox, or swine. i 

Everybody can understand that the Word of 
God of vecessity must treat of spiritual things, 
appertaiuing to the training and welfare af man- 
kind, in this world and in the world to come; 
and that the spiritua! truths it contains could 
not by any other meacs be commupicated to the 
people of this world than by the use of sucb 
language, expressions, and parables as they 
could understand. or by interweaving it with 
historical events and persons for the same pur- 
pose. In what other and better way could the 
Word of God be to them communicated 7 

Tue Biblical records, iu what concerns histori- 
cal facts, do not go further back than to the Ad- 
amitic era; but the Bible, far from denying the 
existence of man on this globe before that era, 
on the contrary refers to the fact, which can be 
seen in Joshua, x, 12. 13, where Joshua speaks 
of **the Book of Jasber,” which book is also re- 
ferred to in II. Samuel. i., 17, 18, and which 
book evideutiy was a Word of God to a more an- 
dent people, of which Word and people, by the 
providence of God, nothing but what is now re- 
ferred to is left to the new era, commencing 
with Adam. And who knows but that the peo- 
ple of the present era, together with their works 
and their memory, shall at some time be entirely 
swept away from tbe face of the earth, to give 

lace to another, and, I hope, better humanity? 


Indeed. a great many seem to be convinced that 


the people oa this earth are mpe for such an 
event. 

From the very start in their study, the stu- 
dents of Science should understand that they in

To still further shake the confl- 
fidence of the Board, the architect is said to 
have taken an undue interest in pushing ths 
auditing of abillof Multog, one of the con- 
tractors, for extras,“ very recently. He said to 
the Board that the bill was correct, etc., but 
when called upon to certify to it he backed 
down under the force of an mtimation that if it 
was certified to it would lead to an investi- 
gation. Finally, however, be looked 
over the bill, and after erasing 
of the items except two, smounting to some- 
thing over #200, be certified to it. It was not 
audited even then, and the ili are that 
it will not be, for the reason that an investiga- 
tion and-.examination of the work disclosed the 
fact that it is unjust, aud that the labor 
ing to have been done was not done.

AMUSEMENTS, 
GILMORE’S CONCERT. 

The @oocert at McCormick Hall last evening 
by Gilmore’s Military Band was more successful, 
both musically and in point of attendance, than 
the one of the previous evening.

The Brooklyn and New York Congre- 
gational Associations Adopt KResolu- 
trons Cencerning the Scandal 
W hereat Drs. Budington and Storrs 
and Tue Other Preachers Withe«- 


draw. 

New Yors, April 7.—At the meeting of the 
New York and Brooklyn Association of Congre- 
gational Ministers, yesterday, in the Church of 
the Puritans, the resolution of Prof. Martin, 
which provided for an investigation of Mr. 
Beecher’s acts by a commission of five from the 
Association, was lost. 

The Rev. George Whipple, the Moderator, 
read a let ter from the Rev. R. S. Storrs, which 
was in substance that Dr. Storrs had heard thas 
his name had been mentioned in connection 


with the Commission to investigate the scandal, 
and that be wished to decline to serve. 

The -resolutions offered by Dr. Henry Storrs 
were read : 

Reaolved, That a commission of five be now appoint- 
ed by this Association, and requested te publicly in- 
vite any parties believed or professing to bave ei- 
dence, or any knowledge of evidence, not already in- 
vestigated before the civil court, to present the same 
before the Commission, and the Commission be 
oo to give tothem, or any parties bringing 
definite charges against My. Beecher, whatever assist- 
ance may seem to be called for to these parties and 
proper to the Commission, iu order to make sucha 
presentation of the same before that Commission as 
shall be likely to secure the earliest possible determina- 
tion and satisfactory issue, 

Reaotwed, That in the name of our accused brother, 
im the interest of truth and common Christianity, this 
Association gestres and invites all persons claiming to 
have such evidence, or bringing such charges, to avail 
themselves of this means, if they desire such help for 
loving the same before that Commission of Investiga- 

on, 

Reaolved, That if those who claim to have evidence, 
or to be able to substantiate the charges of fmmoralty 
against Mr. Beecher, shall knowingly fail or refuse to 
make use of this or other means for bringing such 
charges or evidence before that Commission of Inves- 
tigution, this Association, in the absence of further 
light, must hold itself amply justified in utterly con- 
demning these charges, tions, and insin 
and rumors, as false and slanderous, and in defending 
Mr. Beecher as a worthy, honorable, and ed mem- 
ber of this body. 

esoived, That R. 8. Storrs, W. I. Budington, L. 
Smith Hobart, R. 8. Stone, and N. W. ve be ap- 
pointed as this Commission, and earnestiy request 
them to act for this Association. 

Dr. Budington argued against the resolu- 
tions,-because they committed the Association 
to the findings of the Advisory Council, which 
findings he believed were not at all Congrega- 
tional. He believed in dealing with the matter 
as was pro by the Andover Church. 

Mr er said that he yielded to no one in 
the question of the feeling of the Congregation- 
al churches, for he believed that he understood 
what it was. The policy was not in the least en- 
dangered by the proposition before the Associa- 
tion. ** You might as well say that an appropri- 
ation to clean the North River would spüt the 
Allegheny Mountains. 

Dr. Budington— No one is speaking of go- 
ing out.“ 

Mr. Beecher said that his advises were that 
the churches in the West and Northwest were a 
unit, a steadfast brotherhood. . He believed to- 
day that the Congregationslism represented in 
the Advisory Council was the real old Puritan 
Congregationslism, and that represented by Dr. 
Badington, the Andover Church, and others 
was a new Congregatiovalism, something en- 
tirely novel, unknown, and untried in the 
churches. : 

The discussion lasted throughout the day, and 
at 5 o’cleck the resolutions were adopted by a 
vote of 15to 9, when the following protest was 
at once entered : 

Whereas, The New York aud Brooklyn Association 
has appointed a Commission to co-operate with the 
Commission of the late Advisory Council, so-called, 
for the investigation of charges against the Rev. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher ; 

Wurms, It is the settled conviction of the under- 
signed that the calling of the Council by a church to 
consider its administration of discipline in certain 
cases, without the agency or concurrence of the per- 
sons affected by that discipline, is a vacation of the 
fundamental principle of Congregational orders which 
regards it as the right of the humbiest individual to 
have a in the selection of any Council in which he 
or she is to be judged; and, 

WHEREAS, FURTHERMORE, There is no reason, in 
our judgment, to think that an investi on organ- 
ized thus, in justice, if carried out by an agency 
hitherto unknown to our churches, can result in any- 
—— 1 — than another of those superficia! inquiries 
* have already provoked so much of pubiic dis- 
satisfaction ; 

Therefore, The undersigned, members of this As- 
sociation, do hereby enter their earnest and solemn 
protest, on grounds of both conscience and of judg- 
ment, against the aforesaid action of this body, as 
wrong in principle, and likely only to result in an in- 
crease of suspicion and to embarrags the future a- 
tion of the body in deciding, as we are solemnly 
bound to do, on the guilt or innocence of Mr. Beecher.

Caroline's voice, being submitted to teste, was 
found to have the tone and ney that would 
qualify its owner for ng out her brother's 
purposes; and she was, therefore, set to instant 
and hard practice. ‘I had two or three lessons 
every day,” she writes, and the hours which 
were not spent at the harpsichord were employed 
in putting mein the way of managing the family 
O the second morning, on meeting 
my brother at breakfast, he began immediately 
to give me a lesson in English and Arithmetic, 
and showed me the way of booking and. keeping 
accounts of cash received and laid out.” In 
brief, the entire burden of the domestic affairs 
—the marketing, the control of ber brother's 
purse, andthe keeping of the household ac- 
counts—was thrown upon the young girl, in ad- 
dition to the labor of fitting herself for singing 
in public. From beginning to ond the idea 
seems never to have occurred to any of her 
family, that Caroline could be overtasked, or that 
she could wish for any other destiny than that of 
av intelligent, affectionate slave. 

Hier brother toiled endlessiy himself, but it 
was to accomplish his chosen purposes. As he 
never spared his own strength and time, he did 
not think to spare those of bis sister; and she 
—trne woman that she was—rejoiced to spend 
and be spent” in the service of him she loved. 
The success which Herschel secured in con- 
structing improved telescopes for bis own use 
brought him constant orders for their manufac- 
ture for otbere; and gradually bis house wae 
turned into a Work- hop full of mechanics and 
mater als. over which he exeigised a continual 
supervieion. Caroline proved 80 capable a help- 
mate in overy department of Herschel's labor 
that ber assistance was in constant demand, 
now as domestic, then as musician. again as 
telescope-butider. aad finally as astronomer. 
An extract from the ** Reco.lections” of 1774 
indicates her incoesant activity: 

During this summer I lost the only female ac- 
quaintances (not friends) I ever hid ap opportunity 
of being very iatimate with, by Bulwer’s family re- 
turning again to Leeds. For my time was so much 
laken Up with copying music aud practicing, besides 
ettendance on my brother when polishing,—eince, by 
way of keeping uin alive, I was constantly obliged to 
feed him by putting the victuals by bits into his 
mouth. This was once the case when, in order to fin- 
ish a 7-foot mirror, he had not taken his bands from it 
for sixtecn hours together, In general, he was never 
unemployéd at meals, but was Always at those times 
coutiiving or Bake drawings of whatever eme in 
me mind. Gon rally! was obiiged to read to him 
whilst he was at the turning Inthe, or polishing mir- 
rots— Don Quixvute, Arabian Nights’ Entertainment, 
the novels of Sterne, Fielding, et., serving tea and 
supper without interrupting the work with which ho 
wes cugaged, . . and sometimes lending a hand. 
I bocame, in time, as vecful a member of the work- 
shop as a voy mig ut be to bie master zu the first years 
of hie apprenticeship. But, as I was to take 
a@ pari the next yeor in the oratori , I bad, for a whole 
twelvemonth, two lessons a weck from Miss Fleming,

It was a eacrifice for Caroline to give up the 
use of the eweeper, with nich she could make 
original obeervaticns and enjov the character of 
independent astronomor, for which she was ad- 
m.rably calcalated by intellect, entbusiagia, aad 
training. Yet as im every instance io ber life, 
she cheerfully dropped into the role of assistant 
when ber services as such could benefit another. 
In the beginning of Deceiaber,’’ her record 
runs, I became entirely attached to the writ- 
ing-dosk, aud had scldom ab opportunity after 
that time of using my newly-acjuaired iusttru- 
mont. Running about in the dark, in attend- 
ance upon her brother, was sometimes danger- 
ous as well as disacgresable business. Oa one 
occasion sb Does: 

The evening had cen cloudy, but, abont 0 o“ lock, 
afew stare become visible. end in the grestiest hurry 
ali was go: ready for observing. My brother, at the 
front of the tei-scope, dir ected ime to make some al- 
teratione in the lateral motion, + hich was dous by ma- 
chiaery, on which the piv@ of support of the tube 
and mirror rested. At exch ond of the mschine or 
trough was en iron book, such as butchers use for hang- 
ing their joints upon, and having to run in th? dark 
ou ground covered a foot de with meling enow, I 
fell on one of there hooks, which entered my right leg 
above the kuee. My brother’s call, Make haste! 1 
couid only anewer by a pi Hul cry, “I am hooked!” 
He acd the workman wore instant.y with me, out tley 
could not ht me without leaving nearly two ounces of 
my fiech behind. The workman's wife was called, Lut 
w. afraid to do anjtoine, and I ww obliged to be 
my own surgeon ly applyiug equabueade and tying a 
paudkerchicf about it for sumo «drys, till Dr. Lind, 
hearing of my accident, brought me oloiment and lint, 
ard told me how to use nem. At the end of six 
weeks IT boan to have some fears about my poor limb, 
and asked again for Dr. Lmd es opinion. He said, U a 
soldier bad met with such a burt, he would have been 
enuiitiod to six weeks’ nursing u a m., ital. I had, 
however, the comfort to know taat my Lrother was no 
loser through this accident; for the remainder or the 
night was cioudy, aud several nights afterwards af- 
forded only a few short int rvais favorable for sweep- 
ing; ond, until the 16th of January, there Was no 
necessity for exposing myself for à whole night to 
the sevo.ity of tue s2.ason, 


time for sleeping is a matter of wonder; for, 
after an.gué svent io observing, there followed 
a hbeavywask in working out caiculations, and 
preperiug reports and papers for publication, 
besides the ordinary wok of overlooking tho 
manufacture of telescopes that was constantly 
Bolug on, and the supervision of tho household, 
which was Caroline's pecuhar dutv. The work 
of pohebing mirrors was at this time done en- 
tirely by hand. a tedious and tiresome process. 
—and, in ber leisure hours (). Caroline toiled 
at it along Wita the otners. At one time, we 
read. no less than twenty-four meu (twelve 
aud tweivo, rolieving each other) kept polishing 
day and night; my brother, of course, never 
leaving therm all the while, taking his food with- 
out allowing himself time to sit down to table. 

in 1787 Caroline was appointed py the Crown 
the assistant of her brother, with a salary of 
£50. We copy her note of the fact, on account 
of the touching disclosure it makes: 

In October I received £12 10s., being the first quar- 
teriy payment of my salary, and the first money I 
ever in all my lifetime thougut myself to be at liberty 
to spend tomy own liking. A great unessiness was 
by this means removed from my mind; for though I 
had generally (and e@pecially during the last busy six 
yoars) been almost the keeper of my brother's purse, 
with a charge to provide for my personal wants; only 
annexing in my accounts the memorandum, for Cer., 
to the sums so laid out,—when cast up, they hardly 
amounted to £7 or £8 per year since the time we had 
left Bath. 

The faitnful, devoted sister had rendered, day 
and night, a ceascless and skiliful service, that 
coula not be procured from any hired labor, and 
yet had never before had a penay at her com- 
mand that she felt was ber own |! — to 
tbe unhappy custom too commonly practi by 
men towards the womeu dependent upon them, 
the money bestowed upon Caroline by her 
brother was regarded io the light of a gift ; and, 
worthily as she had ed a geperous income, 
the proud, sensitive spirit of woman forbade 
her appropriating from the sums in ber hands 
more than sufficed for her most pressing peeds. 
There is a double lesson in this significant cir- 
cumstance, that applies to the sudject of the 
comparative morality in monetary affairs be- 
tween men and women. : 

Shortly after her public recognition as the 
collaborator of ber brother, Mies Herschel was 
called upon to endure one of the severest sor- 
rows that can be visited upon a woman. For 
sixteen years ebe had been the compauion, the 
helpmeet, the servant, of ber brother.—fulfill- 
ing her duties in each of these cap cities with 3 
readines*, & — and a fiJelity, tust lovo 
enlightened by intellect can alone inspire. 0

How Carolive or ber brother managed to get 


brother; and she regarded him with tne ex- 
Ciusive and devoted énthusiasm that charactor- 
izos the attachments of woaeo. She had inerged 
her individuality entirely in bis. Swe had eac- 
rificed for him her hopesof an independent 
career, and been more than conten u happy 
—to live solely that she might, by the unstinted 
ezpense of every faculty of ber heart 
and mind, aid in the acom lish- 
ment of his schemes the <advaacomen. of 
his fame. Herschel had accepted the consecras 
tion of his sister's life to tue promotion of h 
interests, and had rewarded it with a fond an 
appreciative affection.. It would be too much to 
expect or ask that he should repay the woman's 
devotion with an equal sacrifice of bis own 
natural inclinations. In May, 1788, he was mar- 
ried, and, Caroline's services being no longer re- 
quired as housexeeper, she left the hoine which 
was almost ae dear to ber as though she had 
presided over it as a wife, and theuceforth 
passed her solitary lite in lodgings. Her only 
comment on this great and painful change in her 
circumstances reads as floss: : 

The 8th of that month being fixed on for my broth- 
er's marriage, it may easily be supposed that I must 
have been fully employed (besides minding the 
Des vens) to prepere everything as well as I could 
against the time I was to give up theg lace of s house- 
keeper. 

Up to this period her biography has been 
based upon the recollections of her life which 
she herself recorded, but now there occurs a 
hiatus‘of ten years. It is intimated that the 
record was continued through this space of 
time, but that the laments of a bruis beak 
were so froquent that the record was iu lat 
years destiovred, that it might not give pain to 
survivors. Though disssverated from the do- 
mestic life of her brother, Carolino still retained 
the poeition of essistant in his astronomical 
work, —spending her nights in the study of the 
heaveos, and her days in writing aud in elabo- 
rating mathematical formulas. [¢ was during 
this period that she made some of her most im- 
portant original observations. Before the 
close of 1797 she bad anuounced the discovery 
of eight comets, of fre of which she was ac- 
knowlodged as the earliest observer. 

Tbe retiring disposition and the secluded 
habits of the woman are revea ed in a passage 
from a letter to the Prosident of the Royal So- 
ciety, which we extract. It refers to a visit to 
London which the writer made unattended : 

I have so little faith in the expedition of messengers 
of all descriptions that I underfook to be my own, 
with an intention of stopping in town and write and 
deliver a letter myself: but, unfortunately, I under- 
took the task with ouly the preparation of one hour's 
sleep, and, having in the course of five years never 
rode above 2 wiles at a time, the 20 to London, and 
besides of d or 7 more to Greenwich in reserve, totally 
unnttod me for any action, Dr. Muskelyne was so 
kind as to texe some pains to persuade me to go this 
morning to pay my respects to Sir Jvuseph; but I 
thought a woman wuo knows so little of the world 
ought not to aim at such an honor, but go home, 
where she ough! to be, as soon as possible, 

In another letter, in reply to congratulations 
upon ber production of the “Index to Fiam- 
steed's Observations,” she writes, with wit and 
with bum. lity: 

But your having thought it worthy of the press has 
flattered my vanity not li le. You see, sir, I doown 
myself to be vain, becaus, I would not wish to be 
singular; and was thera ever as woman without vanity ? 
—ora man either ?’—only with this differencé: that 
among gentlemen the commodity is generally styled 
ambition. 

Although Miss Herschel desired ber brother 
to receive every award for the joint work they 
accomplished, she could not escape the meed of 
fame accorded to distioguisbed abilities and ex- 
alted character, Tho interest excited by her 
was only second to that awakened by ber brother, 
apd the consideration paid him by eminent per- 
sonages of every class wore 6 by the sister. 
Yot Ly casual allusions only ia the fact betrayed 
in her diary. During a visit to London, in 1813, 
there is the passing mention of The evening 
again at buckingham: House, where I just ar- 
rived as the Queen, and Princesses E th 
and Mary, and the Princess Bophia Mathilda of 
Gloucester, were ready to step into their chairs, 
going to Carleton House, full dressed for a fate, 
ani, meeting me and Mrs, Goltermann in the 
hall, thoy stoppe for near ten minutes, makin 
each in their turn tbe kindest inquiriés how 
liked Loudon, ete., a,” 

It is to the diary that we are mainly indepted 
for the tocidents marking the years between 1800 
and 1822; and, in a life so devoted to an unvary- 
ing routine of work, the diversity in these is - 
tremely little. In 1814, when Miss Herschel 
had reached the age of 64, shé makos the follow- 
ing significant memorandum : 

The winter was uncommonly severe. My brother 
suffered from tndisposition { and I, for m „Felt 1 
should never be anything else but an in for life 
but which I very osrefully kept to myself, as I wis 
‘to be useful to my brother as long as 1 possibly could. 

In August, 1822, the brother died, at the age 
of 84, after a long period of gradual decline. 
The eister, loft desolate and beart- broken, has- 
tened to quit tho country where she had dwelt 
and toiled jast fifty years for the sake of the 
loved ove now taken from ber. She was twelve 
years younger than her brother, and therefore, 
at this date, an old w of 72; i. until ber 
brother's hard was stiffened in death, she did 
not let fall from her own the daily occupation at 
the writing-desk or tn the work-room. A younger 
brother was still liviog io Hanover, and to him 
she turned in ber bereavement for companion- 
ship through her remairing years. William, 
who had acquired vealth by the manufacture of 
telescopes and the property acquired with his 
wife, bequeathed to his sister ac snnuity of 
£100. ‘This more than answered for her frugal 
needs, insuriug her all that was necessary for 
the comforts of old age. 

Alter her removal to Hanover. ber life was pro- 
longed through the uvexpected term of 
twentr-six years. Though the day of severe 
and protracted effort was now over, she long 
coutioued to maintain tue livehest interest in 
the progress of Astrovomy, and kept up a fre- 
quest correspondence with her nephew, Sir 
ohn Horschel, in whose labors eue keenly sym- 
patnized. At the age of 75 sue fivished her inst 
great worn, he Reduction aod Arrangement 
in the Form of a Catalogue, in Zones, of All 
the Star-Ciusters and Nebule Observed by Sir 
William Herschel in His Sweeps.” In honor 
of this achievomont she received the Goid 
Medal of the Royal Astronomical Socicty, and 
the extraordinary distinction of an Llonorary 
Membership. Oa receiving this recognition 
of her services in the cause of Science, Miss 
Herschel modestiy temarsed: A little praise 
is very cvmfortable, anid I feel confident of 
having deserved it for my patience and perse- 
verance, but nome for my great abilities or 
knowiedge.” 

When, at the age of 82, she heard that her 
nephew was going to the Cape of Good Lope, 
there to pursue his aetrovomical researches, 
she exclaims, with a renewal of theold euthn- 
siasm, “Ja! if I was thirty or for:y years 
younger, and could go, too, in Gottes namen! 
At her last birthday, iu 1847, members of 
the Royal family of Hanover visited ber. as was 
their custom on those fete-days, and, staying 
with her nearly two bours, sbe conversed ‘ritt- 
out relaxation, and even sang to them a compo- 
sition of Sir William's, Suproso We Sing a 
Catch.” Jan. 10, 1848, she brea:ned her last in 
a painless sleep, euding her life, accurdivg to 
Nature’s origival intention, by a _ veritable 
euthanasia. in ber collin, in obedience to her 
direction, were placed a lock of her beloved 
brother's bair, aud an oid, almost obliterated, al- 
manac that had been used by her father.” Her 
remaius were followed to the grave by many 
relations and friends, the Royal carriages form- 
ing part of the procession ; the collin was cov- 
ered with garlands of iaurel and cypress, aod 


| palin-branches, sent by the Crown Princess from 


Hounhousen; andthe holy words spoken over 
it were uttered in that same garrisou-church in 
which, nearly a century before, she had been 
christened, and afterwards contirmed.”

THE LAW )F TAXATION. 

A TREATISF® ON THE A OF. TaxarTion, INcLUDING 
Tne Law or Local. Asses MEN rs. By Taomas N. 
Coouex, 8vo., pp. 741 Chicago: Callaghan & Co. 
1878. 

This elaborate treatise of Judge Oooloy's is, 
we believo, the first pubiished in this country in 
which has been attempted a comprehensive view 
of the entire law relating to taxation, national, 
State. municipal, and local. While political and 
politico-economical questions are as far ag pos- 
sible omitted from consideration, the entire eub- 
ject relating to the power to impose taxes, for 
what purpose these ma be levied, aud the con- 
etitutional limitations upon taxation, is ex- 
haustively treated. Speciel chapters are also 
devoted to the topics of the uniformity of taxes. 
their apportionment, assessments, aod the vot- 
ing of taxes, as to which the decisions of the 
Courts of tbe several States aud of the United 
States are carefaily collated down to the date 
of publication. The collection of taxes, the 
law relative to the Collector's warrant, and the 
curing of defects in tax-proceedings, are also 
treated of in extenso. ‘The author states in his 
preface that his work is designed, vot as a digest 
of the laws au L decisions of the several States, 
with their dissimi ar systems of taxation, but as 
a presentation of the general rules of law un- 
derlying chem all. An examination of the book 
shows that he has closely adhered to the law as 
it is, fortifying his statements by elaborate cite- 
tion of authorities ; and that, while on many 
unsettled points be has had to advance his opin- 
ioos, he has at the same time fully adduced the 
authorities by which its validity may be tested. 
Judge Cooley’s work is a valuable addition to 
tho literature of the law upon a most important 
subject, of which it is the first philosopbic, com- 
prebeosive presentation that has been made.

This work completes the series of text-books 
relating to extraordinary legal and equitable 
remedies, upon which the author has long been 
engaged. and will rank no loss highly than his 
‘Treatise on Injunctions” and Law of Ex- 
traordivary Legal Remedies.” It comprises a 
clear, comprehensive summary of the law relat- 
ing to this most important baruch of equity 
jurisprudence. The citations of autborites are 
very full, both of the English and American 
cases, aud are brought down to the date of pub- 
lieation. The srrangement of the work is clear 
and logical, beginning with a general review of 
the jurisdiction ander which ieceivers are ap- 
pointed, and 1 through a discussion of

Ile has shown that he 
dau mace speeches which are not remarkable for 
their humor only; and that he can be bumor- 
ous, and atthe same time none the lesa able 
and instructive. 

Mr. Cox bas just had publisued by the Har 
pers awork entitied, “Why We Laugh.“ io 
which the subject of “Humor” is dressed up in 
every form that can interest an ordinary mortal. 
The book is a treat to the intelligent reader. It 
is not a book of jests, not a compilation of 
sharp or witty sayings, but an admirable discus- 
sion, with plentiful illustrations, of the reasons 
Why We Laugh. It is well written, by a man 
who understands the subject upon which he 
writes, by a scholar, by au orator, by a man to 
whom humor is natural gift, and who cao ap- 
preciata it in others. The work is an interesting 
contribution to Americau literature.

Now comes the anon- 
ymous “Investigator” with the marvelous 
discovery that in this book certain detached par- 
agraphs—the mere recital of — are like, or 
somewhat hke, certain a in some half- 
dozen other books. f should add that these 
books are of the commonest description, being 
mostly compilations at the forty-fifth remove, 
like Smith’s *‘ Rome,” etc.). This—the beating 
of Chinese gongs, and the fanfaronade of 
* lagisrism ” left out—is the burden of “ In-

any more of his painful investigations into the 
degree to which I am guilty of spoiling the 
Exyptians, in drawing from the recondite store- 
houges of the Smiths, Joneses.

The second and third elements belong to the 
individual historian, are his, and may not be ap- 
propriated by another. But, as regards the mere 
narrative, a historian is dependant on the orig- 
inal annalists, and the degree of conformity to 
the original language which shall be observed 
by a new man going over the old ground. Ina 
history designed as a ciassic, or work of pure lit- 
erature, the style is the book, aud the writer 
will either quote his originals literally, and credit; 
or he will carefully give to the old narrative the 
color aud flavor of his own literary workman- 
ship. Bat, in this regard, a classic is one thing, 
and a class-book another. ; 

When a man sits down to make a school-book 
on genera! history, be finds a part of his task 
to consist in detailing iu briefest form certain 
well-known episodes. The original narrative 
was given, say, by Herodotus, or Thucydides, 
or Plutarch. or Clarendon; and he certainty will 
not be a faithful worker unless he goes back to 
these foundations fora general conception of 
the event. But now as to the exact form in 
which the opisode shall be epitomized in his 
page: The original narrative has been 
translated and retransiated # hundred 
times. It bas been worked over and 
over by a long succession of writers. 
It has finally, in the manuals, reached a form 
in which the difference between one narrator 
and avother is but slight, and purely verbal ; 
the story, in fact, has lapsed into the state of 
common property. Now, at this stage. whether 
a new compiler shall vary much, or little, or 
less, bas always been considered a matter of 
secondary moment. Usually, indeed, an éxact 
transcript of the kind of bite whereof I am 
speaking will nos be made. even in school- 
books. To use the common rhetorical devices 
for the variation of phraseology, isa thing of 
auch ease that, if one were telling even an old 
story,—euch as the career of Horatiua, or the 
death of Cen, — dhe would perbaps assume & 
share of origivality by breaking up s 
period, or translating 6 Roman into a Sax- 
ou word, In my own case, I certainiy 
dad usually the conceit to think that I could 
work over the old matter into a form which my

PLAGIARISM -- AT FURTHER EXPOSITION OF 
SWINTON’S APPROPRIATIONS. 

To the Editor of Lhe Chicago Tribune: 

Curcaao, April 5.— Lou and “ Investigator” 
are certainly entitled to the thanks of every 
lover of justice for your recent exposure of the 
bare-faced plagiarism of which Swinten appears 
guilty in his ** Outlines of the World's History.” 
The intelligence of this age is too keen to be 
mposed upon by a man who seeks to snatch 
glory from the hard-won laurels of noble 
writers. Certain patent nostrums may haves 
reputation long after their merit ceased, but a 
writer of books must keep a conseience 
void of offense to the end. It is 
said that Mr. Swinton read through 
Webater’s Unabridged Dictionary twice before 
he issued his spelling-book. That was well, and, 
had he employed the same relative time, and 
given the same relative study, in the prepara- 
tion of his other books, and especially his 
“Outlines of History.“ be would not 
now be 80 severely and justly criticised. 
But no! Ambition seems to . have 
overleaped itself. and be has apparently seized 
his sharp scissors, a fresh pot of paste, an as- 
sortment of Euglish standards; and a new book 
is thrown from the press, to the amazement of 
all who koow what research is essential to mer- 
itorious authorship, and especially for one who 
would outline the History of the World. His 
extraordinary fecundity is now explaimed, 
as well as the versatility which has enabled him 
in a marvelously short time, to overwhelm the 
country with an avalanche of Histories and 
Language-Lessons,—not to mention a ponder- 
ous Geography. Fortunately, I think, for him, 
piltering from English books is not, according 
to our law, a felony; but what teachers will 
think of his ill-matched patch-work of scisser- 
ings from a dozen different sources, is a differ-

Tour“ Lnvestigator” confines bis examina- 
tion to the first 180 pages of Swinton's His- 
tory,” and produces enough within those limits 
to condemn the book.

ROBERT NICOLL. 

In 1837, at North Leith, Sovtiand, a human 
life was closed at the early age ef 24 which yet 
had lasted long enough to bestow on its owner 
an enduring and an honorable distinction. At 
the time when most roung men are just enter- 
ing upon their individual career, and, with #bat- 
ever high hope and promise, have scarcely made 
a test of their quality and capacity, Robert 
Nicoll had fiowhed his work, and, brief as was 
the opportanity, had shown himself possessed 
of that spirit which makes man a leader soda 
master among his fellow-men.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


LEECHES. 
There is no more odious creature in the whole 
animal kingdom than the Leech, whose name 
has become a synonym for whatever is insatiate- 
ly voractous and bloodthirsty. It belongs to the 
lowly order of worms (Annelida), and wears a 
repulsive form, in keeping with its hateful dis- 
position. The family (Hirudinide) which in- 
clades the various species is large, and divided 
into a number of genera, They are chiefly 
aquatic, inbabiting fresh waters, yet a few spe- 
cies are marioe, and some dwell upon the land, 
swarming in the grass, or m the foliage of trees 
and plants. They are most abundant in Tropic- 


2] countries, yet are found in the ponds and 


streams of all Temperate regions. The body is 
ringed like the earth-worm, the common leech 
having as many as a hoodred anrmulations. It 
usually creeps or swims by means of a sucking 
disk at each extremity, which enables it alter- 
nately to contract and elongate the body, and 
thus propel itself forward with considerable 
sapidity. Ite ondinary tood consists of minute 
aquatic or land animals,—some species being 
able to devour entire earth-worms. Io most 
cases the mouth is provided with teeth, by which 
the epidermis of bigber animals may be pierced 
and their biood be drained. 

In the Medicinal! Leech (Sanguisuga officinalis) 
the mouth is furnished with three crescentic 
jawa, whose edges aro serrated with fine teeth. 
The wound made by-these is triangular, and 
throngb it the blood flows in a plentiful stream. 
This species is mmported chiefly from Hungary.

The audi- 
torium ia approached bv three stairways, two 8 
feet wide each, and one 6 feet wide, termi nating 
in very roowy vestibutes. Lhe floor of the au- 
ditoriam bas a rise of 30 inches from the pulpit, 
which is at the west end, to the entrance at the 
east cud. The seats are ampitbeatrically ar- 
rauged. havirg wide, spacious aisles between 
them. Thore are 156 pews, with an average ca- 
pacity ‘of ure persous to each pew, allowing 20 
ivcaes to each fitting. The gallery above the 
east vestibule will seat about 150 persons. The 
organ. a very large and powerful instrument, is 
bebind the pulpit, and elevated so as to give 
dressing and retiiing-rcoms ou the suditeriam 
level, below the organ galicry. The internal 
decoration 1s quite elegant, and is a departure 
from tue ordinary style of church or synagogue 
decoration.

In the Nortawest Provinces there 
ara 3,630 viilage-schools, and 4609 wuaided 
native vWernacuiar schools. In the Punjaub 
there are 1,046 Government schools, with au av- 
erase attendance of 51.000 pulpils; and. in the 
Bombay Presidency. there are 3,595 schools, witb 
an attendance of 182,147 pupils. In addition to 
these pablic primary shogla, there are not less 
than teu Government colleges, aud over 200 high 
schools, to eay nothiog of private acadeanes for 
boys aud gir of European parentage.

manners, Government, and native habits and 
customs. they are not surpassed.

THE FUNCTIONS OF GOVERNMENTS, 
Rotirement of the Greenbacks. 
Jo the Edi of The Chacago i rabune;: 

Lanamiz, Wyp. Ter., March 28.— The. princi- 
pics upon which any branch of science rest are 
but few acd simple, while the theories and re- 
quiremonts of the social fabric originate purely 
in the titness of things. Governments naturally 
arise At of the necessities of men, — the 
wants and fears of individuals.” It is to pro- 
tect the weak against the stroug, or to prevent 
the giants, both Physical and mental, from tyr- 
aunizing over the feebler, that Governments are 
instituted. And when so created, constituted, 
au J empowered, their duties are necessarily lim- 
ited tothe legitimate purpose of making law,— 
“a rule of actiou commanding what is right, and 
prohibiting what is wrong.” Anything more 
than this is ueurpation, illegitimate, and conge- 
queutly deleterious in its resu'ts 

For instance, a sovereign Governaient is not 
a corporation, either eleemosynary or charita- 
bie. Its sovereiguty does not extend to these 
things. Its sole legitimate power is for the pur- 
pose of laying down rules of action for its sub- 
jects or constituents, that each and all shall en- 
joy the same privileges; that the constitutionally 
weak shall have his share of the highway, sbail 
have Ulis share of pure air, and have bis quan- 
tum of standing-ground in the market-place, in 
common with the constitutionally strong.

funcuious, Bat this is vot the case.’ Every 
sovereignty or patiouslity presupposes the in- 
herent principle of seif-preservation. tence 
the power of taxation in order to pay public serv- 
ante: the ownership of the bighway, in order 
to control and regulate ite commerce; dominion 
over the seas, that international law may be sus- 
tained; the creation of an army and navy, that 
law may be enforced and protection guaranteed. 
Cut of these necessities and demands arise the 
power and right to borrow money, not for speca- 
lation, but for current expenses, that the nauon 
may be preserved aud hovored. More than this, 
Government bas no power or right to do. Spe- 
cial legislation or eumptuary laws cau never 
change the value or condition of things. They 
may create mischief or temporary confusion, but 
the inexorabie law of supply aud demand ultimate- 
iy will prevail. The lecpard canuot change his 
ots. nor the Ethiopian his skin ;” neither can 
a man create a grain of sand, nor a nation, with 
al! its boasted sovereignty, by euact meat create 
a dollar. It can deflue what s dollar is; it can 
degne what a busbel is, or what @ quart is. 
There its sovereignty ends. 

Suppose Congress should resolve. That. on

The 
soldiers and sailors received them for honest 
days’ work. The Government said to them, We 
have u money new. but ber. is a promise that 
the United States will pay one doliar to bearer. 
The doJlar-promise was taken, and bas been 
swapped and traded from that day to this. Con- 
gress could pot see how to pay these dollars, 
this past-due paper; buteverything Was ciear 
enough to secure back pay for itself, and a gen- 

eral increase iu salanes in and about the White 
U nuse. ; 

The great bue-and-cry is, that it won't do to 
pag or fund the greenbacks by the issue of, 
say, a 3-per-ceut 60-year bond; it might create 
a panic. But pavics are not caused iu this way, 
Failures create panics.

One April T=The eubjeus of a eultable 
dietary for the invalid bas, tnfortunately, in tue 
past, been left to the Gousiderativu of unedue 
cated persons, mon aud Women ignorant of the 
Mcientific methol, hobbyist, ua, catching o 
gliimpee of some truth, have made it the basis of 
crade and irrational specdlations, absurd theo- 
riea, and fantastic votions ; and these, crystalliz- 
ing into raloe for practioe, have led to a vast 
deal of mischiok. It is, I thiuk, some- 
what to the discredit of the medical 
profession that it has Allowed the 
instruction of the people to fall into these 
ivcompeteat and misleading bands. Excuses, 
however, are not wantiag, and one of the most 
potent of these is the fact that until witha a 
very few vears so little has boén certainly known 
of the complex processes by which the body is 
sustained. Tbe action of the machinery was 
prety well understvod,—the occult forces that 
maintained it were still mys.eries., 

But science has lately made wonderful strides. 
Physiological experiment aud pathological ob- 
servation are fast clearing away the darkness, 
and we way now  hopefuily look for- 
ward to a comparatively complete 
perfect knowledge, aud as this is grad- 
ually attained we slall see more aud 
more the important part which proper na- 
trition plays im the prevention and cure of 
diseases. Mal-nutrition ia at the bottom of 
most of our physical woes. When we know 
how to amend this we have the secret in our 
bands. 

This much by way of empbasizing the im- 
portance of our subject. lu regard to practical 
details, perhaps tho best thing to be gaid is that 
the tastes and idiosyacrasies of the patient 
should, to a certain exteot, always be consulted. 
It sometings happens tust the iustiuctive crav- 
ing for pertwuilar articles of food is a better 
guide than theorv, even though that theory be 
justified by experiment. But these cases are 
exceptional, and the general rule is that 
in acute attacks of iilnpes* the det should be 
light aud unstimulating. While the character 
of the disease is sill undetermined abstinence 18 
always prudent, and a les days may show it to 
have been the only safe course. Even absolute 
fasting for a short time may sometimes be a 
benefit. ‘*‘Bilionsuess” and malaire will, in 
multitudes of cases, yield to rest and beof-tea, 
and the least possible medication 

hose grave diseases ip wuich abundant nutri- 
tion is froin the start an essential element in the 
treatment are apparent exceptions, yet, even in 
those cases, abstuneace would probably do less 
harm than the usual indmocrmuinate eating. Here 
the endeavor is to support the system by putri- 
tion (and other means), under the terrible drain 
upon it, aud the demand is for all the nourish- 
ment that can be assimilated. So much depends 
upou this part of the treatment that the advice 
ol tbe physiciau should be closely followed, and 
if appetice and digesiion are wanting the inge- 
puity of tbe nurse should be taxed to the utmost 
to induce the patient to take and enable him to 
digest the food upon whiich bis life depends. 
There is room for ali the tact and judgment that 
one is #0 fortuoate as to aud the ab- 
sence af these too often thwarts the efforte of 
the physician and turus the scale the wrong 


way.

Now, bow are these matters appropriated by 
the system / ; 

The nitrogenous principles undergo digestion 
in the stomach by the action of the gastric juice 
the non-nitrogenous ones are still further ac 
upon by tus intestina) fluids. 

Starch must firet ve made soluble by conver- 
sion into sugar. ‘This process is begun during 
mastication by the action of the saliva; it is 
suspended in the stomach, and resumed and 
completed in the smal! iutegttues. 

The glauds which secrete saliva are undevel- 
oped in infancy. Until after the age of 4 months 
no saliva in appreciable quantity is secreted. If 
then the baby is fed with starch—corn-starch, 
maizena, srrow-root, flour porridge, ete., the 
whole onus of digestion is thrown upon the in- 
testines. This error in diet is undoubtedly large- 
lv, oe might almost say chiefly, responsible 
for the intestinal derangements of infants reared 
by band. If the baby is already suffering from 
diarrpea, how much more serious is the error and 
how futile the effort to cure the disease 
while the original cause is still operative. 
Nor in the intestinal troubles of adults can such 
a diet be otherwise than injurious. I have no 
doubt that derangemeots of this kind, which 
would otherwise easily disappear, are often kept 
up for weeks by the continual supply of starchy 
foods, thus perpetually renewing the actioa of 
the disturbing cause. 

Fluids, as the liquid part of gruels and soups, 
are quickly absorbed the stomach. But iv 
some cases the absorbents fail to act,—there is 
an indigestion of fluids, and solid food agrees” 
better. In such cases we would not insist upon 
giuel is ordinarily digested with easc. 

it should also be remembered that for various 
reasons what is acceptabie to one patient may be 
quite unfit for another. If no known — 1 
cies exist, the general rules may be safely fol- 
lewed. If there is auy peculiarity in the case, 
experiment is the only proper guide. 

A few-essential points, then, are to be borne in 
mind: 

Tnat the food should be of suitable quality,— 
adapted to the patient. 

That it shoula be prepared in the best man- 
per. 

Tuat it shouid be taken slowly. 

That neither food nor drink should be so cold 
as te lower the temperature of the stomach be- 
low the point necessary for digestion. 

I bat it should vot be accompanied with drink 
in such large quantities as to unduly dilute the 
digestive flurds, and thus impair their quality. 

That it c ocld be supplied at suitable inter- 
vals. 

The few considerations suggested above ap- 
peared to me, upon reflection, necessary in or- 
der to do justice to our subject. If to some 
they are superfiuous, iu may be that otbers whose 
opportupities have been fewer may find them 
useful.

then add the cold milk. Be careful now to give 
only a few movements with the spoon. Cover 
aud place in a slow oven, letting it stand six or 
seven hours. (Grandmother would have placed 
it ia the brick oven for the night.) Four hours 
in stronger heat will bake it uicely, but in order 
that this table delight shail arrive at ite highest 
point of exce and that it shall assume its 
delicious redness with the quivering jelly of 
amber, it has need of hours of slow heat. 

The old rule is given with one pint of mo- 
lasses, aud there are certain states of mind. iu- 
deed, in which apy amount of the saccharive 
element is not distasteful. But to the palate of 
resigned bachelors, also luckless spinsters, still 
in the bonds of hope, and the majority of man- 
kind who ordinarily dine on this lower pianet, 
the quautity mentioucd is too much of a eweet- 
ness. We use less than a pint, but more than 
three-quarters. 

The pudding can be served hot, but most peo- 
ple prefer uu cold. And should the gentioman 
opposite catch sight of a pitcher of cream stand- 
ing beside it, your power is assured, my dear 
madam. Present whatever claim you choose; 
it is yours without cavil.

Steam 
three hours aud bake half an hour. 

Nice gems are made by mixing togetner one 
ogg. well beaten, one cup miik. and one cup 
flour. These are very nice and light without 
any *‘ rising.” 

Baked beans are very much better, and far 
less trouble to prepare, if instead of parbvoiling, 
they are left to soak over night. In the morn- 
lag urain off the water in which they were soas- 
ed. and cover them with fresh; adding a piece of 
salt pork, aod bake the usual time.
